The Michael Kohn Gallery is pleased to present a 
retrospective exhibition by Richard Pettibone, 
including over 70 important works from 1964 to 1992. 

A pioneer appropriation^, Richard Pettibone began 
exhibiting miniature replicas of Pop-Art masterworks 
at the Ferus Gallery in Los Angeles in 1965 and Leo 
Castelli in New York in 1969. Works by Warhol, 

Stella, Lichtenstein and others which themselves 
borrowed from popular culture, were appropriated and 
changed in scale and, therefore, in impact. Pettibone’s 
borrowing continued in the 70 s with miniaturized, 
photo-realistic quotations from historical paintings by 
Ingres and others. Into the 80’s, and continuing now in 
the 90's, Richard Pettibone draws his source material 
from simple Shaker crafts and the writings of Ezra 
Pound; two seemingly divergent influences synthesized 
into an impressive body of furniture and paintings. This 
exhibition will present an in-depth survey of these 
always provocative and often humorous paintings, 
sculptures, and furniture. 

The exhibition will run from April 4 to April 28.

The Art Gallery at Los Angeles Valley College has assembled the 
first survey of Richard Pettibone's work. Included in this 
exhibition are assemblages from his student days at Otis Art 
Institute through his most recent Photo-Realist combination 
paintings. The clear-cut progession of Pettibone's work provides 


Los Angeles Community College District 
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the opportunity to observe the artist's development in style, 
subject and skill. 

From early in his career, Pettibone has made bold decisions 
regarding the subject for his art. An emerging artist needs 
to establish an esthectic identity - an uniquely recognizable 
art that will not be lost amid the output of so many artistic 
hopefuls. Pettibone has circumvented this requirement by 
producing intentionally derivative art. With abundant wit 
and irony, he copies the works of other artists, thereby raising 
an entire range of questions about the proper sources for art. 

A copy of a Frank Stella painting is mixed with the Photo- 
Realist depiction of a diesel locomotive in the newest Pettibone 
painting, dated 1981. Other works from eleven private collections 
are presented, including a number of works from Pettibone's first 
one man show at the Ferus Gallery in 1965. 

A reception for the artist, now a New York resident, will be 
held in the Art Gallery, Friday, May 15, from 8 to 10 pm. An 
exhibition catalog will be offered at the reception. The 
catalog contains examples of Pettibone's work, as well as an 
essay by his longtime friend Fidel Danieli. 

Prior to the artist's reception, a panel discussion will be held 
(May 15) from 7 to 8 pm. in lecture hall 103. Panelists include 
Mallory Freeman, Director of Tortue Gallery, Santa Monica; 
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Diana Zlotnick, an art collector and lender to the exhibition; 
and the artist. Dennis Reed, Art Gallery Director, will act as 
moderator. The lecture hall is located in the art complex near 
the Art Gallery Patio. Both the discussion and reception are free 
to the public. 

The gallery is open Monday through Thursday, 1 to 3 pm. and 
7 to 9 pm. The Lecture Hall and Gallery are located on Campus 
Drive, just south of Oxnard Street at 5800 Fulton Avenue,

Richard Pettibone has done it again—this time at the 
Pasadena Art Museum. This popular satirical artist has created, 
in celebration of the current Andy Warhol exhibition in 
Pasadena, a six-colored silkscreen painting entitled "Woman 
with Flowered Hat," painted originally in the cubist style by 
Picasso and reproduced in the pop style by Roy Lichtenstein. 
Pettibone miniaturized the whole thing, meticulously copying 
each Lichtenstein dot and scaling the entire painting down to 
a mere 8 by 6^ inches. 

An ironic innovator and skilled craftsman, Pettibone is 
famous for his accurate but miniaturized copies of the work of 
well-known contemporary artists. His mini-art has gained wide 
public appeal in recent years and is commanding high prices in 
the art market. 

A limited number of the colorful Pettibone silkscreens were 
commissioned by the Men's Committee of the Pasadena Art Museum, 
and one hundred signed and numbered copies are available to 
collectors on a first-come first-served basis.

Robert Freidus Gallery is pleased to announce 
its first exhibit of the paintings and sculpture of 
Richard Pettibone. Since the early 1960's Pet- 
tibone has painted meticulously crafted copies 
of other artist's works, usually approximating 
the intimate scale of a magazine reproduction. 
Two or more of these copies are usually jux¬ 
taposed, in a manner which gently pokes fun at 
works of art which Pettibone genuinely ad¬ 
mires. The artists most frequently subjected to 
this intellectual game are Frank Stella, Roy 
Lichtenstein, Andy Warhol, and Ingres. 

Pettibone's pictures form an extended medita¬ 
tion on the nature and value of virtuosity. 
Although his paintings celebrate artists who 
developed strong signature styles, Pettibone 
demonstrates his ability to switch back and 
forth between lush, gestural abstraction and 
the hard, luminous realism of Vermeer. In this 
respect, Pettibone recalls Marcel Duchamp, 
who actively extolled the more traditional ar¬ 
tistic activities of many of his contemporaries, 
(Brancusi foremost among them) at the same 
time that he demonstrated that these activities 
were not necessary for an artist. 


In this respect, Pettibone's work of the past five 
years continues to parallel Duchamp's. Pet¬ 
tibone's frequently present thumbprint mocks 
autographic art at the same time that it asserts 
a desire to personalize art once again. 
Eroticism, certainly one of Duchamp's greatest 
preoccupations, has made its way into Pet¬ 
tibone's images. His most recent paintings, 
which more than ever before recognize vir¬ 
tuosity as simultaneously an asset and a trap, 
are his most personal and meaningful to date.
